Senator Hill was introduced by Cap- 
tain W. H. Hardy, chairman of the 
citizens' committee, BB 'The great Dem- 
ocratic leader who never leada hut to 
Tictory, and who never won a victory bnt 
for the good of the people." 


Senator Hill spoke briefly and forcibly 


on the national political issues, and was 
loudly cheered. 


Jackeon—Governor Hill waa met at 


Heridan by s committee from the cap- 
ital and conducted to Jackson, where an 
immense crowd assembled. 


Governor Stone met the senator at tbe 
depot and welcomed him to the etate 
mmid the cheers of 5000 Mieuiaflippians. 
Senator Hill became the guest of Gov- 
ernor Stone during his stay in Jackson, 
and a. public reception, was held at tbe 
executive mansion at noon. 


The legislature met in joint session 


this afternooD and Hill was in trod need 
by Governor Stone. He introduced hit 
speech by oaying tbat from the vast 
crowd present Mr. Reed, ex-speaker of 
tbe national house of representatives, 
would have no difficulty in counting a 
quorum of the legislature. At the close 
of his address cheer after cheer resounded 
through the capital, and Hon. U. H. 
Henry immediately presented resolu- 
tions of thanks for Hill'i preatnce in the 
city and an appeal for Democratic unity. 
The resolutions were declared adopted 
without the formal idea of calling for 
tbe negative vote. 


Late in the afternoon large crowds as- 


sembled in front of the executive man- 
sion and Hill again made a short speech. 
His remarks were received with vnthu- 
fliasm and its conclusion a brief recep- 
tion WRB held at tho mansion.

in tho Chinese quarter between Tnlare 
and Maripoea streets rang out upon the 
still air at about 0 o'clock last night. 
Wben the police arrived they found Hing 
Luey lying on the ground bleeding from 
• bullet wound in tho email of the back. 


Tbe wounded man said that tbe shoot- 


ing was done by Qua Sin Dep, a high- 
binder from San Francisco. Qua Sin 
Dep and another bighblnder named 
(Jnong Suop; Duck arrived from the 
metropolis a few days ago and informed 
King Suey that unless he surrendered to 
them a Chinese woman who was under 
his protection they would kill him. The 
woman was formerly the slave of Qua 
Sin Dep, but she loft him and came to 
Fresno witb Hing Lucy. 


Last night Hing Lney was standing in 


the alley when the two highbinders ap- 
proached. Qaa Sin Dep drew a large 
revolver from underneath bis bloneo and 
fired at Luey. Luey turned and ran nnd 
three more shots were fired, tbe last tak- 
ing effect in the small of the back. 


The physicians found that tbe bullet 


had passed through the right kidney and 
the intestines and tbat tbe wound waa 
mortal, as Luoy was bleeding internally. 


Tho hiphbindflra made their escape 


immediately after the shooting, and al- 
though the police made a strict search of 
the Chinese quarter, no trace of them 
could be found. 


L'uoy died a few hours afterwards. 


MERCKD, March 15.—George Smith, 


who was enot in a mysterious manner 
last Wednesday night near Minturn and 
brought to the Merced hospital nearly 
dead from tho loss ol blood, loft the hos- 
pital today, although ho IB in a bad fix 
yot. Hiswounda in the neck are not 
healed. 


The mystery about tho shooting is in- 


creasing, as no trace of the person who 
did the snooting can be found. Smith 
evidently had a load of old grata sacks 
which have been found stufled in holes 
and burled in the creek, all of which are 
covered with blood. lu one place whore 
his adversary evidently ran and jumped 
over a fence, a load of buckshot is lodged 
in tho fence. At onother place 0.01110- 
tbins; has been dragged over tbo tracLtj. 
evidently to obliterate them. The olll- 
cers suppose tbat Smith has committed 
- crime thai ho is trying to cover up.

Rono to Los Angeles. Hill retraced 1m 
steps and took the south bound train at 
Fowler for Los Aneoles, where Pate was 
arrested on a description given by Hill.

I'roduclioii, 
which is now reRulated by eelf intereet, 
and carried on under the strictest super- 
vision and with an eye to the minimum 
of cuBt would be conducted under a BO- 
cialietic eystem at an enormooB waste. 
"Whut ia tuo general concern of all has 
ever been regarded in practice as tbe 
concern o! nobody iu particular. Each 
man would try to evade his own respons- 
ibility and escape bis own ehare of the 
work, jaet aa ho tries to do now when 
under the spur of his employer. 


Individual ambition would be crushed 


out and society would become merely 
the unthinking parts of fl vast machine. 
Tbe NationaUetfl who appeared on the 
political horizon shortly .'alter tho pro- 
duction ot Bellamy's "Looting Back- 
•ward" have in turn been ewaHowed up 
by similar organisation! whoee general 
tendency IB toward state socialism or tbe 
paternal Byelem of government. 


The most determined and persistent 


opponents of socialism iu the United 
Stales today are the ex-Reverend Hugh

with a giant powder cartridge and tho 
bolts of the lock broken with a burglar's 
jimmy.

They were addressed to 
Mrs. Terry, and if the writers tell the 
truth thoro can bo no doubt that a con- 
spiracy to murder Judge Terry hod boon 
concocted long .before the fateful day at 
Lathrop. 


AN ALI-BORl) CONSI'MIACV TO MtmUEll, 
One of theao leltora written alter Judge 


Terry's death is from a man who at that 
time was in Dubuque, Ia. His story ia 
of a most sensational character. 
lie 


says that he wag formerly a sheriff of one 
of tho counties of California and that 
two months before Judge Terry was 
killed an offer of $25,000 was made to 
him by certain parties, whose names he 
would not then reveal, consideration for 
tho money being the murder of Judge 
Terry by the writer. In addition to re- 
ceiving the money he was to be assured 
of his personal safety and immunity 
from the vonceanco of the law by means 
of false witnesses, and if necessary by 
bribed jurors. 


Tho writer rejected the proposition 


and was warned immediately thereafter 
that ho himself would be murdered if he 
disclosed the fact that aach an offer had 
been tnado to him. lie was also advised 
to leave the state at once under penalty 
of beiug assassinated, and tho same let- 
ter that conveyed the threat contained 
$500 in United States bills. He waa in 
embarrassed circumstances at the time 
and fearing for his life ho left the state 
and went to Dabuque, where he was liv- 
ing under an assumed name. 


The writer requested Mrs. Terry to go

Rev. M. J. Ferguson of San Francisco 


delivered a lecture last Monday night in 
the Christian church on socialism. The 
lecturer dealt with the history and prin- 
ciples of socialism, the socialistic criti- 
cism of the present social and economic 
system with the efforts to improve and 
correct it, and the relations of Christian* 
ity to both. 
. 


The speaker said tbat the fact that so- i 


cialiem ia one ot the most remarkable 
! 


forces of the nineteenth century makes 
it imperative on all eerioua and thought- 
ful people to try to understand it. 
i 


Especially is this the duty of Christiana, 
one-half of whose religion at leait is con- 
cerned with sociology* Historic social- 
ism began with Robert Owen in Eng- 
land and with Bainfc Simon in Franco in 
1817. In 1839 nnd 1840 it began to be ft 
great power in France under the leader- 
ship of Louie Blanc, and culminated in 
the revolution of 1818. 
The Christian socialists began agita- 


tion in England ia that year, with Mau- 
rice nnd Kingby as leaders," and Btic- 


jeded in greatly promoting co-operation, 


especially in distribution. 


Ferdinand Laaallo and Karl Marx 


wero tho founders of socialism in lie 
present form, and ib has spread from 
Germany to all countries of Europe nnd 
America. 


It proposes to substitute for the pres- 


ent eyBtem in which euch individual 
g&tfj possession of all the capital bo can 
jmd uses it in his own interest, collective 
ownerfehip of all capital, operated undor 
Bocial control for the good of all. 


This sweeping change ie juitifled by 


criticism of capitalism which is respon- 
sible for the evils of poverty in the midst 
of a superabundance of wealth, idleness, 
waste of labor, degradation of the laborer 
to a wage slavo, concentration of capital 
in a few hands, the moral herosis that I a.u^°- 
bUBmeea is business and may be done 
without regard to tho cereologue, and the 
treatment of men and women as mere 
commodities. 


The effect of adopting the principles of 


socialism would be to give each worker 
each a stiow of the common product as 
would enable him to reach such'a cul- 
tura iia ho is capable of; to abolish Spec- 
ulation, rent, profits, wages and interest, 
and inako it impossible for men to prey 
upon each other as they now do. 
It 


would secure to each man the product of 
his own labor, but give him no power 
oviir tbat of another man. 


Two forces are at work to bring; about 


this change, which will be the nexfcstage 
of social development. First, concentra- 
tion of capital; second, tbe rise of the 
democracy. 
This concentration of cap- 


ital in trusts and syndicates IB tbe pio- 
neer of socialism, which mi Intelligent 
and rational democracy will introduce. 


Christianity introduced the social idea 


into tbe world. 
The Christian, church 


began its history by adopting a form of 
community of goods which was tho log- 
ical consequence of tha community of 
their new spiritual life. The earliest 
Christian Bocialoglet taught pare com- 
munism, but the church surrendered the 
principle on account of an evil compro- 
mise with the Roman thought and cus- 
tom. 
Cbrlstianity makes labor tho duty of 


every man and property the reward of 
labor. ll« law is "If any will not work 
neither ahull ho oat." 
To live without 


work is to live by theft. 
Tho ideal of 


Olnifltianity is earvlco to man. 
Tho ex- 


tension ol Christian principles to busi- 
ness would revolutionize tho social world 
and abolish pauperism, injustice and 
vice and make It easy to do rl«ht and 
hard to do wrong. It wonld exclude all 
hurtful 
occupations, 
introduce now 


methods of business, a new motive and a 
new standard ot success among business

Varieties added 
wore John Haas, Peninsula Yollow nnd 
others. Tlio Alberta peach finds many 
advocates. 


In a discussion on apples tho follow- 


ing received favorable mention: Bovan'fi 
Favorite, for Now Jersey; Domiuio, for 
New Jersey, Virginia, etc. ; Green 
Chccao, a good boaror in New Jersey, 
and selling at highest market price;

A Charge Thfct Bribery Was Resorted 


to in the Cue Mixed With 


a Falsehood. 


To the Editor of The Republican, 


My nfcme hu been conpled iouucueru- 


ble times ID the pwt few months in tbe 
column! of your piper witb, tbat of one 
W. H. Ca re ton. 


I hare refrained up to tho present time 


from writing any communication for 
publication upon thin subject in this or 
any other paper, BO 1 trust tbat you will 
not rainae me the apace to reply to an 
article ptbliihed ia this morniaK'B 1 
FiTBLiojje over tbe oiRoature of W. H. 
Cureion, »s well KB making an explana- 
tion concerning othei matters in relation 
thereto, and also elating eonie facts 
which are a matter of record. 


In order to properly present matters it 


will be necessary lor me to go back to 
tbe trial ol Clyde Boulden, during tbo 
progress of which the unfortunate trouble 
between myself and W. H. Cureton 
originated." 


Clyde Boulaen, a boy ot about 14 years 


ot age. was charged with petit larceny 
consisting in tapping a till in a reatau 
rant ol several dollars. Prior to this 
time young Boulden. bad caused me as 
deputy district attorney (having been 
assigned at that time the prosecution of 
cfcees in tha justices court) and the offi- 
cers of the city a great deal of trooble 
»nd worry. He had been arrested sev- 
eral times during tho ueriod of a few 
months for larceny and one time for 
burglary. What to do with such a boy 
was a grave matter. He was too yonnie 
to have incarcerated IQ jail, where per- 
haps his whole life might be blighted; 
there was no reform school that bo coula 
be sent to, BO we always did the boat wo 
could, which would result in his mother 
promising to take care of him and ho 
would promise to reform, EO we invaria- 
bly ha* him discharged. He would no 
eoouer be turned loose than all the 
premises made by himself 
and his 


mother would be broken and ho would 
be arrested again on other charges. 


This atate of affairs continued until it 


got to be intolerable. The boy finally en- 
tered a fancy pigeon house and carried 
•way $44 worth ot fancy pigeons, took 
them home, and with his mother's 
knowledge and consent disposed of them 
at Tarions sums, averaging about $1 


He was arrested for thin, nnd tbe offi- 


cer! who made tbe arrest were loud tn 
their complaints tbat the boy was incor- 
rigible and should be punished. In- 
stead of pleading guilty to tbe act his 
mother hired able counsel, demanded a 
full jury of twelve men and three entire 
days were consumed in the trial of the 
case, resulting iu the boy being con- 
victed. The court imposed a light fine 
of .$30 and Mrs. Boulden bad tbe case 
appealed. 
In about two weeks ho was ".gum ar- 


rested for larceny, this time for robbing 
a money drawer of several dollars. Once 
more I was called in to prosecute him. 
Hia mother was present, ropreBeuted by 
W. H. Cureton. At tbat time I did not 
know that Oureton was a lawyer. How- 
ever, he eoon endeavored to create tbo 
impression upon me that he was, by net- 
ine in a very insolent manner. I had, 
tried many caBca with different attorneys 
opposing me, but found him to be the 
moat 
overbearing and unreasonable 


be'mg I bad ever come in contact with. 


Not knowing tbat he pretended to be 


a lawyer, and having heard tbat he wae 
a fighting editor from Art tons, I con- 
cluded from hia acte end laoguBge that 
he intended to win the caso by bull- 
dozing iind intimidating me. After tho 
jury were empaneled I requested tho 
officer to call the eye witness (who by 
the way was the only one) nnd the offi- 
cer reported that he 
was 
absent, 


although Judge Prince had ordered him 
to bo present. Court adjourned for a 
short time, but when it reconvened the 
witoeee was etlll aboent. I.bad a con- 
sultation with the officer, after which I 
became convinced tlmt tbe defense had 
bribed the witness to leave town. X 
aaked a continuance for a week, which 
was ttrenouely opposed by Cureton, 
an 
he 
wanted 
an 
immediate 


trial, but stated that he would consent 
to a continuance for two days, bat was 
opposed to a week's delay; he also stated 
that ha was very anxious to have thro 
particular witness for the defense. I 
knew this last statement waa false, and 
from thft manner in which tho statement 
was made and knowing what the absent 
witoeio would swear to, I naturally con- 
cluded tbat Cureton knew something 
concerning tbe absence of tbo witness 
and the cause of it, which inference ot 
mine was shown to be correct from the 
fact that In the ordinary couree ol events 
the witness could not have been secured 
in two days, the time for which Cureton 
desired a continuance. 


However, I obtained information as to 


the witness' whereabouts, that he had 
gone away several hundred miles dis- 
tant to tho not them part of tho state. 
Upon Itia return tbe witness (a boy 
about 14 years old) made a etatement 
that the night before bio departure Mrs. 
Bouldeo hid taken him to her hotiso and 
bribed aim to leave town eo that he 
could not testily against her son, and 
who could not bo convicted without hie 
testimony, which fact also transpired 
during tbe course of the trial. 


I will here state tbat complaint was 


made afterward against Mrs. Boulden for 
bribing the witness, to which ebepleaded 
frnllty before Judge Uricliton and was 
fined (15. 
Daring: the progress of the trial Mr. 


Cureton kept up bin offensive conduct to 
each an extent that I requested the pro- 
tection of the court and at one lime the 
court called Mr. Cureton to order. How- 
ever, ho still persisted and kept re- 
ferring to my conduct of Iho case as a 
persecution, etc., instead of R prosecu- 
tion, which waa the equivalent of stating 
that I waa violating my oath of office, 
and many other objectionable remarks 
reflecting upon myself, and when I pro- 
-tolled at one time he stated tbat I had 
•* reputation, of tcin* a "quarrelsome Jel- 
low." 
These effective retna'kg were 


kept up by Core ton to auch an .extent 
tbat in nu unguarded moment I struck 
him with tbe ink stand. 


Court then adjoarned for a short time, 


and when it reconvened Ciiroton reached 
the court room before I did, aud in the 
presence ol Judge Prince end the jury 
stated tbat "Bernhard had hotter nol 
comeback to the court roam.'1 One o 
the jurors fleeing that Cureton mean! 
mischief anil to avoid further trouble re- 
quested an adjournment until the follow- 
ing Monday, which eugeeBtinii tho court 
acted upon. It was after this remark 
was made by Cureton in the court room 
that he ipeaki of meeting me in the hall- 


way. when he »yt that I <B*rnhard) 
mad* an attempt to draw a pistol, and 
at which tlmt £• says h« (Cureton) bad 
no pistol, but that thereafter he armed 
himself. IB Justice McDonald's letter 
rhich Cureton quotes the jud» eaye: 
Berobard testified that the defendant 
bad a pistol anon his penon in the hall 
of the Fiske buildtop shortly after the 
Inrt affiay. In my judgment that was 
disproved, and was no donbt due to 
tiernhsrd'fl excited state of mind at the 


In this connection 1 would first state 
thatldo not desire any apology from 
Justice McDonald for an; statement 
made by me, or testimony given by me, 
as an excuse for his believing to the con- 


While thia point is and was wholly 


immaterial to tbe matter then at ief>u>, I 
only mention it for the reason that a 
semblance ol importance has been given 
to it by both McDonald and Oureton. 
Hod the district attorney, Mr. Tapper, 
considered this matter in the least im- 
portant an impartial witness could have 
been nroduced to verify my statement 
that Coreton did have a pistol and had 
his hand on it when he met me in the 
hallway. I called Mr. Topper's atten- 
tion to the fact that McDonald might at- 
tach some importance^ to it, and that we 
should put that witness on the stand, 
bat Mr. Tapper said the case had been 
proven BO clearly without it that it was 
wholly unnecessary. 
Cureton publishes in bis article, aleo, 


the decision of Judge McDonald, which 
by the way, is a somewhat remarkable 
document.' Judge McDonald says: "It 
is not shown by the testimony tbat Cure- 
ton went to the car with tbe intention o: 
attacking Bemhard or that he knew he 
was on the car at the time." In reply 
to this I shall briefly quote from the rec- 
ord ol the examination. Mr. Warnekros 
testified, pages 2, 3 and 4: "Cureton 
came Into my shop an hour before thi 
shooting took place and hired a revolver 
and aaked me to load it, which I did."

ion of that paper, when, as a matter o 
fact, it emiuated from the pen of Cure 
ton tmd was contributed by him wituou 
compensation to thut paper, and wh< 
not only refused to placo his signature 
thereto, but endeavored in the moa 
sneaking and contemptuous miinner tc 
conceal tbe identity of the writer.

Rose 
will always do better by removing to a 
new bed every five years, which work 
may bo done early in spring.
